The allover lace tunic is a truly 
gorgeous affair. It is especially ef- 
fective in white over black, as witness 
the black satin gown shown here, The 
tunic itself is plain and straight, being 
caught on the skirt by a jet plastron.

Haita Mile Long. 

A Satioan fishing bee is & unique, 
sight to witness. Cocoanut leaves ate). 
gathered in abundance and. t 
Aonbied apd tripied, end to end, te 
form’ a tong prickly chain, round in 
appearance and about three feet in dl- 
ameter. ‘These leaf chains are often 
woven to a tength of half a mile 
When the chain ts complete all the 
men of ‘that particular village turo 
out eh masse with their “paopaos,” or 
Bamoan canoes. 

When the tide is bigh the chain ts 
atretched across some convenient 
Place, supported by natives, in their | 
paopaocs or simply wading 
the shallowness will. permit.

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POULTRY. 

The following. rules will be 
ones to apply .in 
handling eggs on a co-operative basis; 
that is, where the community is thick- 
ly settled enough for a good number 
to be shaves: 

A number of co-operative egg-pro- 
ducing dssdociations are now in opera- 
tion throughout the state and have 
been urusually successful in securing 
for the members of the association a 
satisfactory premium over ordinary 
store ges. We recently noted whe 
rules of one of these associations. In 
the thought that they would be of in- 
terest to poultrymen generally, we 
reproduce them thérewith. 

The eggs must not be over 7 days 
old at any time whéndelivered at the 
reeciving place. They must be brought 
in at least once every Week in winter 
and in hot Weather they must 
brought in twice every week. 

The eggs must be taken in from 
the hen house twice a day. 

All eggs must be clean and of «a 
uniform size. No small or overly 
large eggs must be accepted. 

As soon as gathered the eggs should 
be stamped and p'aced in the cartons 
and kept in a cool place until deliv. 
ered. A cellar is alright if not tod 
damp or musty. 

Brown eggs shall be put in one 
carton and white in another and each |’ 
carton so marked, 

Stamp every egg with your number 

stamp so that the number shows: up 
when the eggs are in the carton, Put 
the egg in the filler cornerwise and 
not straight up and down. 
~ Your number stamp. should he 
stamped on the right side on top of 
the carton and the color stamp on 
the left side. 
_ Don’t use too much ink in stamp- 
ing. It might work through the shell, 
only a light mark is necessary. Try 
your stamp on paper first. 

Don’t w the eggs. That takes 
Off the glaze. Keep nest, boxes and 
floors clean and well bedded with 
clean sttaw. Use a cloth to wipe the 
eggy if necessary. 

on’t allow broody hens to sit on 
the eggs. Close them up separately. 

Keep the small cockerels: away from 
the hens when large enough. It is 
best to keep the large roosters away 
also when it can be done. 

Don't put in any small’ or pullet 
eggs. Use them ‘at home, Also ‘all! 
odd shaped or spotted eggs.. They 
are just as good for use at home, 

Don’t put in any eggs from hidden 
hests, or eggs you are not absolutely 
sure of, 

Remember that you will be held 
responsible for the quality of all the 
eggs you sell. If you sell any bad 
eggs they will be traced back to you 
and charged up double price. Anyone 
who uses dishonest methods. with us 
will be immediately dropped from the 
association, — 

We have been paying and expect to 
pay several cents a dozen over the 
regular market price for cuse eggs.|’ 
We keep just enough to cover neces. 
sary expenses and to put a little into 
a reserve fund. This reserve fund 
belongs to those that sell eggs; it 
belongs to you, At the end of the 
year this will be divided among the 
members if so decided, according to 
the amount of eggs they have sold, 
or if so decided will be Fe as a re- 
serve, A statement will be. given to 
exch farmer at the close of the yeur 
showing how many eggs»he lias cc'd
